Therefore, let them march in, 
or ride in, or come any way they want. Talk of ¢ possible 
putsch ts trresponsible and exaggerated. Let them march in, 
if aed oe cae gheons: prescribed routes, and hang over these 
streets at hundred-yard intervals great banners inseribed with 
“mottoes and catch«phrases extolling the advantages enjoyed by 
people who live in a@ real democracy with real personal freedom. 
These boys are used to banners like these, and although they 
may laugh and jeer as they pass under them in west Berlin, 
there will be many among them who will do some real thinking 
about it later on. There might even be a sign reading "We 
have 300,000 unemployed in west Berlin -- it's the fault of 
the Russilansi" The fact that we admit we have problems would 
make a great impression on boys who come from a land where 
everything 1s sald to be almost perfect although it clearly 
is not. It would also be a fine idea to keep the movies open 
at all hours, and to arrange special low prices of admission 
for the marchers. In some of these three newsreels might be 
shown - a German, an American, and a Russian ~ and at the end 
a big question flashed on the screen: “Are you allowed to 
see three kinds of newsreels?"
